‘The fact that, asa result of the 
recent ercation of 32 new Car- 
dinala, Utalian Cardinals are in 
the minority for the first time in 
many hundreds of years jias led 
many commentators to the can- 
clusion that the Vatican fs cm- 
barking on a new policy to de- 
Italiunize itself and establish it- 
self anore firmly than ever as a 
universal organisation, ‘There is 
little doubt, too, that the Vatican 
is prracified that this interpreta- 
tion has been put upon its recent 
esture, but there is reason to 
think the change of policy is more 
superticial than fundamental. 
Theoretically, all Cardinals are 
supposed to reside in Rome. Car- 
dinal Griffin, to carry out his 
functions in London as Arch- 
bishop ‘of Westminster, and Car. 
dinal Spellman, to attend to his 
in New York, have to obtain the 
permission of the Pope. This. of 

“course, is readily forthcoming— 
is indeed a formality. But it is 
the Cardinals who reside in Rome 
who are the real policy-making 
body of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Normally, © those resid- 
ing in Rome are some thirty in 
number, They are “in Curia" — 
that is, in council. An overwhelm- 
ing majority of those “in Curia” 
will still, be Italians. More- 
over, the Jesser dignitaries who 
conduct the organisation, diplo- 
macy and discipline of the Church 
are overwhelmingly _recruited 
from Italian sources. The Car- 
“ dinal Secretary of ~— State} 
has been Italian from time) 
immemorial. There is talk 
that this key — office might 
now be filled by a non-Italian, 
possibly Cardinal Spellman, but 
unless the new Sccretary of State- 
sere to make’ widespread changes 
in the whole Vatican administra- 
tion, the policy of the Church of 
Rome would inevitably continue 
to be directed by Italians.
